fixes the discharge rtny in advance,— 
days, months, sometimes years, ahead, 
He cannot know whether the offender 
will be better or ivorse on that day, 
whether he will be more or less dan- 
gerous. But he decides that he shnli 
return to the community on that day, 
decides that the community must re- 
ceive him then, even though he has 
returned from the prison unimproved 
twenty times before. 


This custom of allowing (.requiring) 


the judge to fix the day of discharge 
has cojne down from the distant past, 
and continues merely because It Is ohi. 


Flying; the term of imprisonment Is 
not'a judicial function. There must be 
somebody, or soma-. body, to decide 
whether or not an accused person has 
committed the 
offence 
charged, 
and 


whether or not, if convicted, it is nec- 
essary to put him In prison. 
But the 


court cannot know. In advance, when 
he will be fit to come out. 
That Is an

who have committed 
fences are locked up

dangerous criminals, in heavily grated 
masonry cells, strong enough for the 
safe detention of wild beasts, In en- 
closures bounded by high, strong v.-alH. 
Even those who were not considered 
deserving of prison sentences are put 
'n such cells, when committed for be- 
ng too poor to pay fines. 


Recently it has been discovered that 


only a few prisoners need to be so con- 
ined—that 
they can be 
trusted to 


vork upon 
farms and upon 
public 


roads with very llttlo restraint 
and 


•ery little supervision. The proverbial 
•honor" which has been supposed to 
exist among thieves may be appealed 
o by those in charge of prisoners, and 
t is found that many of them (not all) 
mvo sufficient self-respect and 
sufli- 


lent appreciation of the trust imposed 
n them. 'o keep them from running- 


•a way,,-and ..to secure- good work" from

The community should have less hesi- 
atlon about readmitting men who in

At present the boy-Is not under the 


authority of a guardian; owing to a 
legal tartgle. 


Will (am J. Duffy, father of the boy, 


died in 1312. 
In 1910 Mr. Duffy 
se- 


cured a divorce and was given the cus- 
tody of the boy for nine months in 
tlin" year, Mrs, Duffy -having custody 
the olher three months.- 


Mrs. Duffy married again and on the 


day of her marriage gave the child 
to Huffy, in accordance- with a decree 
of the superior court. "'Since then she 
never had possession of the boy. 


• 
After the death of the child's father, 


In 191?. Alice, M. Duffy, sister of the 
father, petitioned, the probate court to 
be appointed guardian. The court'ap- 
pointed Edward T. Esty as guardian, 
and by nil arrangement with Miss Duf- 
fy the child was placed In her care 
at her home In Worcester 


Sho appealed, however, from the de- 


cree appointing a stranger guardian 
of the boy. The mother, too, appealed 
to the supremo court. 


Tho mother also brought a petition 


for a writ of habeas corpus In the su- 
preme court, which Chief Justice RUSK 
reserved for tho consideration of the 
full-bench, ruling: that If that court 
was of opinion that tho probate court 
had no authority to make its dec-red 
on the petition of 
Alice 'M. 
Duffy. 


Judgment was to be entered, placing 
.he boy In the. custody of his moth- 
er. - 


The -full court holds that when the 


father died the rights of" tho mother, 
under the divorce decree, ceased: that 
the probate court may give custody 
to a guardian, if It deems the surviv- 
ing parent unfitted to have the cus- 
tody, and that the probate court In 
making its decree did not transcend 
Its Jurisdiction. 


The court says, however, that the 


petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
should not be dismissed. ^The appeal 
from the probate court decree relat- 
ing to the guardianship must be dis- 
posed .of first by a 
the supreme court. 


single Justice of 
After the appeal 


is disposed of. then the habeas corpus 
petition filed by the mother may be 
heard on its merits before a single 
justice of the court.

tersburg and there started the ma 
chlnery which ended the Russo-Japan 
ese war with the treaty of Portsmouth

\vaa paid in benefits, while 68 cents 
was retained by tho insurance com- 
panies. 
This Information I set forth 


In rny inaugural message to the leg- 
islature and pointed out the Injustice 
inflicted upon our working people and

lump sum instead of partial weekly 
payments over a long- drawn period; 
sixth, that women living- apart from 
their husbands for Justifiable causa 
may enjoy the benefits of tho act; sev- 
enth, for the extension of tho pro- 
visions of this act to 
all 
employes 


whether casually or 
Irregularly em- 


ployed. 
These ' and 
other 
enabling 


amendments to tho original net se- 
cured by tbo d&mocralle administra- 
tion of this year now make our Mas- 
sachusetts law almost an Ideal piece 
of IcffLsIatlon, providing for the work- 
ers of the stale a rate of compensa- 
tion more adequate and satisfactory.

At present the boy Is not under the 


authority of a guardian, owing- to a 
legal tangle, 


William J. Duffy, father of the boy, 


died In 1912. 
In 1910 Mr. Duffy 
se- 


cure* a dlvorcs and was.given the cus- 
tody of the boy for nine months 
In 


the year, Airs. Duffy having" custody 
tho other threo months. 


Mrs- 
Duffy married again and on the 


day of her marriage gave the child 
to Duffy, In accordance with a decree 
of the superior court. Since then she 
never had possession of the boy. 


After the death of the child's father, 


!n 3512, Alice M. Duffy, sister of the 
father, petitioned the probate court to 
be appointed guardian. The court ap- 
pointed Edward T. Esty as guardian, 
and by an arrangement with Miss Duf- 
fy- the child was placed In her care 
at her home in Worcester, 


She appealed, however, from the de- 


cree appointing- a stranger guardian 
of the .boy. The mother, too, appealed 
to the supreme court. 


The mother a^so brought a petition 


for a writ of habeas corpus in the su- 
preme court, which Chief Justice Rugg 
reserved for the consideration of the 
full bench, ruling that If t that court 
was of opinion that the probate court 
had no authority to make Us decree 
on the petition of 
Alice 
M. 
Duffy. 


Judgment was to be entered., placing 
the boy In the custody of his moth- 
er. 


The full court holds that when the: 


father died the'rights of tho mother, 
under the divorce decree, ceased; tha 
the probate court may give custody 
to a guardian, if It deems the surylv 
Ing parent -unfitted to have the cus 
tody, and that the probate court In 
making1 its decree did not transcend 
Its Jurisdiction. 


The court says, however, that t)u 


petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
should not be dismissed. 
The appe 


from the probate court decree relat- 
ing to the gnardlanahip must be dis- 
posed of first by a single Justice oi 
the supreme court. 
After the appeal 


is disposed of, then the habeas corpus 
petition filed by the mother may be 
heard on Its merits beforo a single 
justice of the court.

association hopes that it mtiy bo pos- 
sible to secure seeds, cuttings, or graf- 
ting wood from -thrifty Irees in the 
region where th^ey'grow, to see wheth- 
er finer specimens -may be propagated 
in other parts ot the country.

The stlniu.la.tlon of his interest in his 


I family is of great value to him, Ths 
fact that while ho was away lie, \vas 
helping them, tends to strengthen the 
bond between them, and will bo help- 
ful In the restoration of family life 
when his sentence Is over. 


Tho only objection Is that "It costs 


money." 
But it will reduce tho out- 


lays for public and private charity, 
and In the end will yield more than it 
costs. Tho family of the prisoner ts 
not responsible for his crime, and the 
state hag no right to maka them pay 
for It. 


In many other states the burden Is 


assumed by the public. Massachusetts 
is far behind in this.

The Expeuslrc Pnrl 


The Indifference regarding petty of- 


fences Is due mainly to the'/act that 
the public does not realize their Im- 
portance. It hears of burglaries, seri- 
ous 
larcenies, 
robberies, 
brutal as- 


saults, murders, arsons, forgeries and 
n few oln^r conspicuous crimes "fel- 
onies" they are called) and learns with 
pleasure that the 
perpetrators . have- 


been put behind tho bars. 


But "felonies" havo a comparatively 


small place In the work of the police, 
courts 
end 
prisons. In 
1913 thero 


were 166,624 nrrests In Massachusetts, 
and 
only 
172 men 
wore convicted 


of crimes regarded as serious enough 
to be punished. by stato prison sen- 
tences. • A few others were sent to 
tho reformatory and a few to county 
prisons.

The net cost of the stato prison, car 


ir.ff for "felons/1 was $173,17(5.73; th. 
county prisons, dealing almost exclu 
siveiy with petty offenders, cost $715,- 
000, to which must be added $182.00 
for the maintenance of that part oi'tha 
state farm which deals solely 
witl 


offenders against public order and de 
coney. A very large proportion of the 
Inmates of tho Massachusetts reform- 
atory, the reformatory for women and 
the prison camp aro misdemeanants. 


Tlie net cost of the prison care of 


petty offenders exceeds a million dol- 
lars a year! 


The- probation service, maintained at 


an annual cost of about $137,000, Is de- 
voted almost exclusively to cases of 
misdemeanancy. 


The great army of misdemeanants 


includes a very large percentage of 
veterans, perfectly well Known as in- 
dividuals to the police, to the judges 
and to the prison officers, who are 
lowed to come and go, over and over 
again, with a brief detention, no at- 
tempt betng1 made to reform them. 


The officials do what they are ex- 


pected to do, No public sentiment de- 
mands that an effort should be made 
to secure their discontinuance. Fri crim- 
inal ways, or that, if they persist in 
wrongdoing 
they 
shall be secluded 


permanently. -The next step 
in the 


reformation of the prison system must 
be to change the methods of dealing1 
\vlth petty offenders EO that they will 
cease to do.evil. 
Tlic Ending; of Imprisonment 


.Last year nearly 22,000 persons were- 


discharged from tho prisons of Massa- 
chusetts at tho expiration of periods 
fixed beforehand by tho Judges who 
sentenced them. They were sent away 
because tliey had done acts which were 
thought to prove that they were unfit 
to be at large. 


It would seem clear that they should 


prove that they have become fit, before 
they can be set. at liberty. 


But this Is not required. The judge 


fixes tho discharge day in advance— 
riays, months, some times years, ahead. 
He cannot know whether tho offender 
will be belter or worse on Uia'c day, 
whether lie wHl be more- or less dan- 
gerous. But he decides that he shall 
return to the community on that day, 
decides that tho com'munlty must re- 
ceive him then, even though he has 
returned from the prison unimproved 
twenty times be/ore. 


.This custom of allowing (requiring) 


tho j*u<3rro to fix the day of discharge ' 
has come down from the distant past, j 
and continues merely because it In ohi. 


Flxlniv the term of imprisonment is 


not a judicial function. There must bo 
somebody, or 
soinc body, to decide j 


whether or not nn accused per^iou hns ! 
committed the 
o Etc nee charged, 
and | 


whether or not, If convicted. It .is nec- 
essary to put him In prison. 
But the 


court cannot know.-in advance, when 
he, will be fit to come out. That is an 
administrative function. That decision 
rmiEl be marte, not upon hfs past rec- 
ord, when lie was nt liberty, but upon 
his record in the prison, tosrethpr with 
every ns^crlatnablo fact p.ntl probnbll- 
IIy rcfrnrdln.er his permanent readjust- 
ment to the community, 


The state has partially recognised 


this. The court no longer fixes 
the 


dote of discharge of persons commit- 
ted to !the state prison, to thrj two re- 
formatories, or (o the state farm. The 
maximum duration of, 
tho 
Imprison- 


ment Is limited In some cases by tho 
Btntutca and In some 
CRSCS by 
the 


court, but tho date of relea.60 Is-flxed 


are not-absolute. The prisoner is per- 
mitted to serve a part of his" sentence 
outside the prison, under supervision, 
if he conducts himself properly. Other- 
wise he may bo returned .to tho prison. 


It is of Importance that this method 


should be extended and should be ap- 
plied to all prisoners. - It is better .for 
the prisoner to be compelled, to'earn 
his way out, and better for him and for 
the community that the continuance of 
his freedom shall depend upon the con- 
tinuance of his good behavior. 


Tke Honor System 


Until recently our prison system has 


been based upon tho (false) assump- 
tion that all prisoners were substan- 
tially alike, and 
should 
be treated 


alike. 
Our prisons fit this theory. Men 


who have committed tho pettiest of- 
fences are locked up 
like tho most 


dangerous criminals, In.heavily grated 
masonry cells, strong enough for the 
eafa detention of wild beasts. In en- 
closures bounded by. high, strong walla. 
Even those who were not considered 
reserving of prison aontences are put 
n such cells, when committed for be- 
ing too poor to pay fines. 


Recently It has been discovered that 


only a few prisoners need to bo so con- 
fined—that they 
can ,be trusted to 


work upon farms 
and upon 
public 


roads with very little restraint and 
very, little supervision. Tho proverbial 
'honor" which has been supposed to 
ixist among thieves may ba appealed 
.o by those in charge of prisoners, and 
t is found that many of them fnot all) 
have sufficient self-respect 
and 
suffi- 


cient appreciation of the trust Imposed , 
nlhcnl. to keep them from running 


away, and to secure, good work from 
them. 


Massachusetts continues to immura 


most of its prisoners. Thero are thro 
conspicuous 
exceptions. 
The stato 


farm has for years 
employed 
larpo 


numbers of its inmates in farming; in 
Worcester county, many have been em- 
ployed in road building, In the oprrx 
season,.acid tho -Plymouth- house of 
correction, with its 200 acres of land, 
is trying successfully the experiment 
o£ utilizing prison labor for 
farm 


work. The Fitchburg house of correc- 
tion has also a good farm, on 
which 


some prisoners are employed. The re- 
formatory at Concord has a. well culti- 
vated farm, and tho reformatory for 
women utilizes inmate labor in tha 
same way. 


Developments along these lines must 


necessarily be slow, for the existing 
prisons cannot be transformed, and 
cannot readily be abandoned, but the* 
EUCCCSS of tha honor system has been 
euch that no now prisons should bo 
•uilt for minor offenders on tho cellu-' 
ar plan. 
' 


Tho discovery that men who are .in 


prison (some, even, of those who havo 
committed 
serious 
crimes) are noC 


rholly bad, but 
havo characteristics 


rhlch mako them trustworthy and de- 
'endatjle, should 
affect the general 


opinion of the public regarding then\. 
The community should have less hesl- 
allon about readmitting- men who In 
•rison have been true to 
therasalvea 


nd to those who trusted them.

At present the boy is not under the 
uthority of a guardian, owing to a 
egal tangle. ' 


William J. Duffy, father of the boy, 
led In 1912. In 1910 Mr. Duffy 
EC- 


ured a divorce and was given the cus- 
>dy of the boy (or nine months in 
10 year, Mrs. Duffy having custody 
;o other three- months. 
Mrs. Duffy married again and on the 
ay of her -ninrriag-e gave the child 


Duffy, in accordance with a decree 
the superior court. Since then she 


ever had possession of the boy. 
After the death of the child's father. 


1912, Alice 31. Duffy, sister of the 


athcr, petitioned the probate court to 
e appointed guardian. 
The court ap- 


ointcd Edward T. Esty as guardian, 
nd by an arrangement with Mtas Duf- 
r the child was placed In her care 


her home In Worcester., 
She appealed, however, from the rte- 
ee appointing a stranger guardian 
r the boy. Tho mother, too, appealed 


tho supremo court. 


Tho mother also brought a petition 


for a writ of habeas corpus in the su- 
premo court, which Chief Justice Rugg 
reserved for the consideration of the 
full bench, ruling that if that court 
was of opinion that the probate- court 
had no authority to make its decree 
on the pelitlon of 
Alice 
M. 
Duffy, 


Judgment was to be entered, placing 
the boy in the custody of his moth- 
er. 


The full court holds that when the 


father died the rights of the mother, 
under the divorce decree, ceased; that 
tho probate court may give custody 
to a guardian, if it deems the surviv- 
ing parent unfitted to have the cua- 
tody, and that the "probate court in 
making- - its decree did not transcend 
Us jurisdiction. 


The court says, however, that the 


petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
should not be dismissed. The appeal 
from tho probate court decree relat- 
ing to tho guardianship must be dis- 
posed of first by a. single justice 
of.

"The United States and its Need 
of a Navy" 


BOSTON. Oct. 30.—"The 
United 


States government has the largest re- 
sponsibility of any government on the 
American continent because 
of 
the 


Monroe Doctrine, but the Monroe Doc- 
trine Is no stronger than the United 
States navy,"1 said Hon. George von L. 
Meyer, ' ex-secretary 
of 
the 
navy, 


speaking on "The United States and 
its Need of a Navy," at the Boston 
'City club last evening- Hon. Louis A. 
Frothingham was toastmaster at 
the 


dinner which was tendered Mr. Meyer 
by about 100 members-- • 


Mr. Meyer's address was an appeal 


—on the grounds of 
necessity—for a 


larger and-more efficient navy; 
one 


that would make any nation hesitate 
before entering: into a conflict with 
thfl United. States. He 
pointed 
out 


that *the great expense of our wars in 
the past,from pensions, etc,, and the 
creation of those wars were due 
our unpreparedncss oi) the seas. 


to 


. 
"If we had had a navy," he said, "in 


1S12 there' would not- have been any 
war, and the Clyll war would not have 
lasted as/Jdng as It dJ4 If the navy 
had been as-powerful as it should have 
been at the .beginning. Thero would 
not havq .been; tho Spanish-American 
war if wp^hVd had a navy that Spain 
would fe.arv> Finally, .the lees'on .from 
tho present war.'in Europe Is that If 
England had not been prepared .with 
an efficient navy she would have been 
vanquished before this." 


Becomes Inspector of Navlea 


Mr. Meyer told a little secret history 


—how he happened to become secre- 
tary of the navy. He was ambassador 
to Italy, under Roosevelt, when he was 
Earned that he would be appointed sec- 
retary of the navy. So he at onco be- 
;gan to study naval matters In Europe; 
first In Italy, w.here they were studying 
torpedoes at the time. Later he went 
, to Kiel to witness tho German naval 
maneuvers, and he

.Krupp worJtB at Essen. Later ho in- 
spected the.English navy. .

Then he was transferred to."St. Pe- 


tersburg .and there started the ma- 
chinery which ended the Russo-Japanr 
eso war with ttie treaty of Forlsmoulh.

"Better no navy than one that Is 


insufficient snd which only deceives 
the public. ' It may be Impossible to 
have a largo standing'army, lint It is 
possible and necessary to^havr: a pow- 
erful and efficient navy—more power- 
ful than that of any 
nation except 


England. We should build four bat-, 
tleshlps a year until we have 4S, wlthj 
the necessary' auxiliaries. We should 
have a merchant marine to carry our 
commerce to the farthest markets of 
the world. 


"Battleships aro cheaper than bat- 


tles, and, the invasion of a country 
cannot be '.affected In face of a great 
fleet of battleships. In war nothing 
fails like failure.

Use Cold Storage in 
View of War 


In view of the interference with the 


European market and the .large 
pro- 


duction, of American apples this season, 
specialists of the department call the 
attention of apple growers to the ad 
vantages.of cold storage for steadying 
the market at harvest and for length- 
ening the selling period. 


Glutting- of the market will 
result, 


It is feared. In many thousands of 
barrels of good apples rotting in the 
orchard or being disposed of at prices 
which figure a net loss to the grower. 


The following are the directions giv- 


en by the apple-handling specialists of 
the department for using cold storage 
successfully in handling* apples: 


The proper function of cold storage 


is to retard tho ripening processes of 
the fruit and the development of de- 
cay organisms and skfn blemishes. The 
first responsibility 
for 
the . keeping 


quality of his fruit rests 
with 
the 


grower, since it is Ills growing and i 
handling methods that largely deter- j 
mine its vitality, freedom from,disease, ] 
and general 
condition when stored. 


Coid storage is not a remedy or a re- 
storative for poorly developed, weak,

Careful and extensive Investigations 


have demonstrated that 
fruit picked 


at full maturity can bo held for

I picked when somewhat immature. Two 
'important commercial varieties, Rome 
' Identify and Winesap, have been found 
'to be especially susceptible to scald 
during storage, if picked prematurely. 
There is no doubt that several 
thou- 


sand dollars arc lost to tho industry 
each year through tho Improper pick- 
Ing of these two varieties alone, 
The 


results emphasize sliongly that more 
care and attention.should be paid to 
this detail of the 
harvesting- 
opera- 
tions than Is usually the case. 


By full maturity, however, Js 
not 


meant over-maturity, which may cause 
fully as heavy losses as 
immaturity. 


1'noli grower should 
study his 
own 


fruit and his own conditions In order 
to determine the proper picking- stage. 
Probably the most reliable single Indi- 
cation of-maturity is the whitening' or 
slight yellowing of the "ground color" 
of "the fruit.

Last year nearly 22,000 persons -were, 
tscharged from the prisons of Massa- 
husetts at tho expiration of periods 
,xed beforehand by the judges who 
entenced them. They were sent away 
ccauso they had done acts which were 
nought to prove that they were, unlit 
o be at largo. 
It would seem clear that they.should 
rovo that they have become fit, Before 
hey can bo set at liberty. 
But this la not required. Tliu Judge 
r.f.A iho discharge day in advance— 


?, r.-.onths, sometimes years, ahead. 
iio cannot know whether the offender 
will l>c- bolter or worse on that day, 
wiietfco: he will bo more or less dan- 
gerous. Hut ho decides that he shall 
return to ths community on that day, 
rlcclfoa that the community must re- 
coivo lilm then, even though he has 
vetiu Ofld from tho prison unimproved 
t^'tity ItiTiOs before-. 


This custom of allowing- (requiring)

Fixins the term of Imprisonment is 


not n judicial function. There must he 
somebody, or eonjs body, to decide 
whctli<:r or not an accused person has

If convicted, it Is nec- 
essary to put hfm In prison. 
But the 


court cannot know. In advance, when 
he wttl \^. fit lo come out. That Is an 
admin IF trntlvo function. That decision 
must he mado, not upon his past rec- 
ord, when IIR was at liberty, but upon 
his record (n Hit prison, tog-ether with 
every nPCPTtainable fact and probabil- 
ity regarding his permanent readjust- 
ment lo the community. 


The state h.is partially recognized 


this. The court no longer fixes tho 
date of discharge of persons commit- 
ted to th« stato prison, to tho two re- 
formatories, or to the stato farm. The

court, but tho date of release la fixed 


mltted to serve a. part of his sentence 
outside the prison, under supervision, 
if he conducts himself properly. Other- 
wise ho may be returned to the prison. 


It is of importance that this method 


should be extended and should be ap- 
plied to all prisoners, rt is better for 
the prisoner to be compelled to earn 
his way out, and better for htin and for 
the community that the continuance of 
his freedom shall depend upon the con- 
tinuance of his good behavior'. 
The Honor System 


Until recently our prison system has 


been based upon tho ffalse) assump- 
tion that all prisoners were substan- 
tially alike, and 
should 
bo treated 


alike. 
Our prisons fit this theory.- Men 


who have committed the pettiest of- 
fences are locked up like tho most 
dangerous criminals. In heavily grated 
masonry cells, strong enough for the 
safe detention of wild beasts, In en- 
closures bounded by high, strong walls. 
PJven those who were not considered 
deserving of prison sentences are put 
in such cells, when committed for be- 
ing too poor to pay fines. 


Recently it has been discovered that 


only a few prisoners need to be so con- 
fined—that 
they 
can 
be 
trusted to 


work 
upon 
farms 
and upon public 


roads with very little- restraint 
and 


very little supervision. The proverbial 
'honor" which has been supposed to 
exist aniong thieves may bo appealc-d 
to by those in charge of prisoners, and 
It Is found that many of them (not all) 
have sufficient self-respect 
and 
suffi- 


cient appreciation of the trust imposed 
In them, to keep them from running 


away, and to secure good work from 
them. 


Massachusetts continues to. imruurd 


most of its prisoners. There are three 
conspicuous 
exceptions. : The 
stato 


farm has for years.: employed .largo 
numbers of ils inmates in farming; In 
Worcester county many have been em- 
ployed in road building, in- the open 
season, and the 
Plymouth houso of 


correction, with its £00 acres-of - land, 
is trying successfully the experiment 
of 
utilizing prison 
labor for 
farm 


work. The Fitchburg houso of correc- 
tion has a]so a, good farm, on 
which, 


some prisoners are employed. The re- 
formatory at Concord has a well culti- 
vated farm, and the reformatory for 
women 
utilizes inmato labor In tha 


same way. 


Developments along1 these lines must 


necessarily bo slow, for the existing 
prisons cannot 
be transformed, and 


cannot readily bo abandoned, but tho 
success of the honor system has been 
such that no new prisons should bo 
built for minor.offenders on the cellu- 
lar plan. 


The discovery that men who are In 


prison (some, even, of those who havo 
committed 
serious crimes) 
are not 


wholly had, but 
have characteristics 


which make them trustworthy nnd da- 
pendable. should 
affect 
the general 


opinion of the public regarding them- 
The community should have less hesi- 
tation about readmitting men who In 
prison have been trite to themselves 
and to those who trusted them.

Stone of Newton, formerly Mrs. Ella 
M. Duffy 
of Worcester, Is given 
an 


opportunity, untler a decision of the 
full bench of the supreme court, hand- 
ed down yesterday, to renew her fight 
for the custody of her S-year-old boy, 
Stuart R. Duffy. 


At present the boy Is not under the 


authority of a guardian, owing to a 
legal tangle, 
r 


William J. Duffy, father of the hoy, 


died In 1912, 
In 1910 Mr. Duffy se- 


cured a divorce and was given the cus- 
tody of the boy for nine month's In 
the year, Mrs. Duffy having custody 
the other three months, 


s- Duffy marrted again and on the, 


day of her marriage gavo the child 
to Duffy, In accordance with a,decree 
of Ihe superior court. Since then she 
never had possession of ths hoy. 


After the death of the child's father, 


In 1912, Alice M". Duffy, sister of 
the 


father, petitioned the probate court to 
ae appointed guardian. The court ap- 
pointed. Edward T. Esty as guardian, 
and by an arrangement with Miss Duf- 
fy the child was placed in her care 
at her homo in Worcester. 


She appealed, however, from the de- 


cree appointing a stranger guardian 
oC tha boy. 
The mother, too, appealed 


to tho supremo court. 


The mother also, brought a petition I 


for a writ of haheas corpus In the su- 
premo court, which Chief Justice Rugg 
reserved for the consideration of the 
full bench, ruling that if that court 
u-aa of opinion that the probate court 
had no authority to make its decree 
on the petition of 
Alice 
M. 
Duffy. 


Judgment was to bo entered, placing 
tho boy In the custody of his moth- 
er, 


Tho full court holds that -when the 


father died the rights of tho mother, 
under the divorce decree, ceased; that 
tho probate court may glvo custody 
to a guardian, if !t deems the- surviv- 
ing parent unfitted to havo tho cus- 
tody, and that the probate court in 


ff its decree did not trairscend 


Its jurisdiction. 


The court says, however, tliat the 


petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
should not be dismissed. 
Tho appeal 


from the probate court decree relat- 
ing to tho guardianship must be dis- 
posed of first by a elnglo justice of 
tho supreme court. 
After the appeal 


Is disposed of, then tho habeas corpus 
petition filed by tha mother may ba 
heard on its merits before a single 
Justice of tho court. 


Mean while, 
tho 
authority of

guardian over the child is suspended 
by virtue oC tho appeal.
